AVERTING A SLUMP 


It is ominous that the government should be 
giving no thought or attention to the great change 
in the economic situation of which the all- 


round rise in prices is the clearest symptom, This 
rise in prices is a signal of danger. It is a signal 
that forces of pure inflation are at work. The 
price of neglecting it will be inevitably paid in 
the social misery of a new depression. Recovery 
is at this moment poised on a critical point. In- 
telligent economic control can hold it firm. If 
there is no control, it will turn into the traditional 
unhealthy boom and then over-balance into 
slump. The time left for applying deliberate con- 
trol is not great. Prices are already between 5 and 
6 per cent higher than last summer. During the 
last six months the underlying upward movement 
of prices has been phenomenal. For the first time 
since 1920, a year of violent inflation, the down- 
ward seasonal movement of the spring has been 
overborne. Prices are higher than in January. 
It will be an act of economic madness to allow 
these blind and powerful economic forces to 
take their own course.—London Daily Herald 


DICTATORSHIPS ARE NOT NEW 

Dictatorships loom so largely in the news 
of the day that there is a tendency to exagger- 
ate their importance and to see something new 
in Fascism and Naziism. Many people profess 
to believe that this form of government is grow- 
ing more and more popular with the passing of 
the years and that eventually most of the civil- 
nations of the world will come under its 
influence 

These critics seem to forget that there have 
been tyrants and dictators in the world since the 
first era of recorded history, and that while there 
have been spasmodic recurrences of one-man 
rule, the general tendency has been to rebel 
agai such assumptions of power and to fashion 
the form of government along lines in which 
the subject has been the keynote. 
Certainly that has been the development among 
Anglo-Saxon peoples and the efforts that have 
been made—quietly and almost unnoticed—to 
restrict or curb such liberty have been strenu- 
ously resisted by those who value the privileges 
for which their forefathers fought

There have been tyrants and dictators in the 
world since the days of the Pharaohs 

Many of the emperors of ancient Rome exer- 
cised an absolute sway that not even Hitler or 
Mussolini has rivalled. Those monarchs of Eng- 
land sought to usurp against the 
wishes of their subjects found resistance to their 
ambitions strong enough in the long run to up- 
set their plans 

Fascism is the negation of liberty and while 
under a popular leader it may flourish for a 
time, it can not permanently triumph. Yet there 
is an ever constant danger that men in control 
of the policies of a state or nation may drive the 
thin end of the wedge of dictatorship into the 
ailing insidiously

Since then Premier Duplessis has taken a far 
important step. He recently introduced a 
piece of legislation known as the Collective La- 
bor Agreement Act which received its second 
and third reading at a single sitting of the Legis-

This legislation gives the government of the 
province power to enact by order-in-council, 
which in effect means at the behest of the pre- 
himself, that a collective agreement shall 
bind equally all employers and employees in a 
specified area of the province and to extend such 
an agreement to other employers and employees 
in a similar trade or industry in any other part 
of Quebec ;

Sinclair Lewis, red-haired satirist of Ameri- 
can life, and his playwright friend, Sidney 
Howard, have just played a cynical prank at the 
expense of Hitler and the all-Aryan censorship. 

The two men have collaborated on a stage 
version of Lewis's book “Dodsworth.” Hans 
Bartsch, a German producer, holds all the cen- 
tral European rights for the “Dodsworth” pro- 
duction. 

No playwright can get his play past the Nazi 
censors until he is certified as 100 per cent pure 
Aryan. With the play ready for production in 
Germany Herr Bartsch wrote to the two play- 
wrights asking them to state in writing that 
their Aryan ancestry is unblemished. 

This was too much for the pranksters. Glee- 
fully they composed, and sent to Germany, the 
following letter: 


“Dear Mr. Bartsch: 

“With deep regret we are afraid we shall 
be unable to give you certificates guarantee- 
ing that we are Aryan. Who knows what 
ancestors we may have had in the past few 
hundred years. We really are as ignorant of 
them as even Hitler of his.

Thus do the fool-killers kiss goodbye to 
future royalties in the third Reich.

Two editorials in Mussolini's paper Popolo 
d'Italia of Milan, taunt the middle-classes of 
Italy with failing to respond to I) Duce’s order 
to produce more babies.

“Oh, 
what a loss of cannon-fodder is there, my coun- 
trymen” this modern Anthony laments over the 
unborn. Fifteen army divisions of fourteen- 
year-old boys could make a gory mess.

Knud Holmboe, young Danish explorer who 
joined the Moslem faith, and was killed a few 
months ago while exploring the Arabian desert, 
has a posthumous book, “Desert Encounter,” 
just off the press. It throws a searchlight on 
happenings in Libya that preceded Mussolini's 
boastful dedication of the triumphal arch at 
Tripoli 

Holmboe spoke Arabic fluently and, dressed 
in native costume, travelled through Libya for 
material for a book on Islam. The marvel is 
that he was not killed earlier, for his native 
dress exposed him to risk of rifle-fire from the 
Italian soldiers, while his white skin exposed 
him to risk of being killed by Bedouins as a 
spy 

On one oceasion he owed his life to his 
knowledge of the Koran. Two days out in the 
desert from Benghazi, taking advantage of the 
protection of an armored car travelling his road 
his own ramshackle car broke down. The escort 
would not wait. While he struggled with the 
engine, two men with long rifles fired on him 
Next came a body of half a dozen men with 
rifles on the hips ready to shoot. Dressed in 
native clothes and travelling in company with 
an armored car, they took him to be a traitor to 
their cause. They bound him and were about 
to kill him when he proclaimed himself to be a 
true son of Allah. 

“Recite some verses,” ordered the leader. 

Holmboe did so, Next they found a copy 
of the Koran in his car. They released Holm- 
boe, thanking Allah as they led him to a brook, 
that they had been saved from burning his car, 
and from the unforgiveable sin of burning the 
Koran with it. Then they sent him on his way.

The Italians, suspecting Holmboe to be a spy, 
threw him into prison and later deported him 
to Egypt. Though spying was not his purpose, 
he saw and heard enough of the cruelty and 
tyranny practiced by the Italians in their con- 
quest of tie Arab tribes. 

At Syrtis, under the guns of the fort, he found 
Bedouins who had been detained three months, 
though all grass for their sheep had gone and 
starvation faced them. 

The Bedouin leader who captured him after 
he left Benghazi, told Holmboe the story of his 
vow to kill every Italian he met until he him- 
self should be killed. An Italian cavalry troop 
had raided his village: during his absence 
Every fifth man they took they killed. Among 
them was the Bedouin leader's son. His daugh 
ter they had carried off and placed in a brothel 
at Benghazi 

“Tl swear to Allah the Almighty and Merci- 
iul,” he told Holmboe, “there is not one single 
person here in my company who could not tell 
a story similar to that which I have told. That 
is why we do not surrender; we shoot till our 
rifle barrels are burned away. We do not fear 
death from their machine guns; we do not fear 
starvation. We shall fight to the last man.” 

Near Tripoli, unarmed Bedouins came to 
Holmboe's campfire with stories of being dis- 
armed, forbidden to carry rifles or to enter on 
the fertile lands beyond the outpost of Nufilia 
The Italians forced them to surrender, they said, 
by blocking all their walls with concrete. They 
believed it was the intention of the Italians to 
exterminate them utterly, 

It is on blood and sorrow that the triumphal 
arch on the edge of the Cyrenian desert has 
been built; it is by ruthless cruelty that the 
pacification of Libya has been procured. It is 
for such purposes that Mussolini is urging the 
people of Italy to breed faster; taunting the 
middie-classes that by birth-control they have 
deprived him of fifteen divisions of boy-soldiers

'On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

Seventy years ago this night the 
old Province of Canada passed 
from the scene. The next day the 
Dominion of Canada was born. I 
wonder whether in any of the news- 
papers of that June 30, 1867, any 
editor looked back upon the 40 
years which had elapsed from the 
union act of 1841, a direct sequel 
to Lord Durham's famous report in 
which he urged constitutional gove 
ernment and unity for the Canadas, 
But unity was slow in coming 
Racial bitterness, political rivalries 
end fanaticisms made that almost 
half century practically a series of 
political crises, Progress was made 
materially of course; even the poli- 
ticilans could not stay that; but it 
was only the tact of Macdonald and 
Cartier, of Brown and Dorion, and 
their supporters which saved the 
Canada of the 50's from disintegra- 
tion and perhaps absorption by the 
Americar Republic By Divine 
Providence that was averted. The 
ship, seemingly oft in danger of 
wreck on the political sea, was 
brought into the harbor of Confed- 
eration, and a new era began. But 
we must not forget the skill of the 
pilots who steered that ship, who 
saw the sun of union through the 
clouds and storms of crisis and 
crisis They were the men who 
made Confederation possible. They 
were the Fathers of Confederation. 

That very date, June 30, had to its 
credit two events which ended the 
Province of Canada for it was on 
June 30, 1864, that the coalition 
ministry was formed under Sir 
Etienne Tache; and two years later, 
on June 30, 1866, that the New 
Brunswick legislature endorsed the 
proposal to unite with Canada, thus 
making possible the Westminster 
conference at which the British 
North America act was born 


The 180th day of the year is im- 
portant for Regina, because it was 
on June 30, 1882, that Governor 
Dewdney published the proclama- 
tion transferring the capital of the 
North West Territories from Bat- 
tleford to Pile o' Bones, now for 55 
years Regina which never gives 
up hope and which believes it is 
the capital of the greatest province 
in the British Empire

Many 
of those suggestions came into ace 
tual operation and the result was 
that we had a Hail Insurance scheme 
that while it did not reach our most 
optimistic objectives, 11 gave us 
protection at as near cost as possible 
and saved large amounts of money 
to every farmer in this province 
who took out hail insurance of any 
kind We have supported |! We 
have put thousands of dollars of 
hard earned money into it and now 
we have not got it All we have 
got is a statement from one of the 
cabinet ministers promising Us that 
next year we will have insurance 
against frost, drought, hail, etc How 
much does this promise mea! lo us 
farmers in view of past achieves 
ments of the present adiministrae 
tion? We had hard times before, 
Crop failures and all the rest of it, 
and the Municipal Hail Insurance 
was never allowed to lapse. Just 
why haven't we got it now"

THE FLUID CIRCULATION 


A great medica) authority pod | 
said that health depends upon two 
things: DIET and DRAINAGE.) 
Healthy tissue must be constantly 
fed and constantly drained. This 
double process is accomplished in 
the body through the circulation of 
fluids. 

When we study how this is 
brought about, we study the two

Beans and peas are big news now 
The snap bean crop is estimated at 
67 per cent greater than last year's 
and the June pea crop is rated at 
71 per cent higher 

To that good news add this little 
fact—these vegetables are among 
the good vitamin and mineral 
group Snap. beans are rich ‘in cal- 
cium and vitamin A, a good source 
of iron, phosphorus and vitamin C 
and a fair source of vitamin B. Peas 


and the delicate pea flavor 1s ther 
lost. So if the peas must be kept 
sometime before cooking keep 
them in a cool place, so as to slow 
down this sugar change as much as 
possible. 

Follow these four rules for cook 


ing both beans and peas if you 
want to get all their flavor and 
value.

Watson’s Report 
On Steam Plant 


Refusing to make a decision on 
the best type of steam-generating 
equipment for the Edmonton 
power plant, city council Tuesday 
instructed Power Supt.

SOUTHPORT, Eng, June -
